owner  oi'  owners  thereof  shall  have  paid  over  and  ahove 
any  claim  for  damage  for  the  trosjiass  and  the  charges, 
or  over  and  ahove  the  (lonnlty  alone,  where  no 
damage  has  hoen  committed,  the  following  sums: — 

For  imjxninding  hulls  and  stallions,  hoars  and  lams, 
$1.00;  for  impounding  horses  ami  mules,  oO  cents; 
cattle,  lid  cents;  slieo]),  goats  and  swine,  each,  lid  cuits; 
geese  and  poultry,  each,  10  cents. 

9.  Whenever  any  of  the  animals  or  poultry  named 
in  the  foregoing  or  any  suhseipient  clauses  of  this 
By-Law  are  impounded  for  trespassing,  or  running  at 
large,  conti'ary  to  this  By  Law,  it  shall  ho  the  duty  of 
the  I’ound  Keejier  d.-iily  to  fiu  idsh  the  animals,  geese 
or  poultry  with  good  and  sullieiont  food,  water  and 
shelter  during  tho  whole  time  such  animals,  geese  or 
poulti'y  continue  impounded,  and  for  so  doing  he  shall 
ho  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  the  following  allow- 
ance, over  and  ahovi-  his  fees  as  Pound  Keeper: — 

For  hulks,  stallions,  hoars,  rams,  horses  and  other 
cattle,  each,  dO  cents  ; for  sheep,  goats  and  swine, 
each,  lid  cents;  for  geese  and  poultry,  each,  live  cents; 
for  each  and  every  day  during  the  time  they  may  he 
imjiounded. 

10.  The  quality  of  tho  food  to  be  fui'nishcd  hy  the 
Pound-Keeper  shall  he  as  follows  :— 

For  horses  and  cattle,  each,  per  day,  10  Ihs.  of  hay; 
sheeji,  each,  per  day,  2A  ll.s.  of  hay ; for  swine  and 
goats,  each,  jier  day,  1 quart  of  peas,  haidcy  or  corn  ; 
for  geese  or  iioultry,  each,  per  day,  one-half  pint  of 
peas,  barley  or  corn  ; and  such  food  shall  he  of  a good 
and  wholesome  description,  and  as  much  water  as 
each  animal  can  drink  at  least  twice  every  day.  In 
the  case  of  milch  cows  being  impounded  the  Pound 
Kceiier  shall,  at  least  twice  in  each  day,  milk  each 
cow  or  cows,  and  for  so  doing  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
keep  the  milk  so  obtained  for  his  own  use. 

11.  Any  Pound  Keeper  who  impounds  or  confines 
any  animal  or  animals,  geese  or  poitltry,  under  this 
By-Law  and  neglects  or  refuses  to  find,  provide  and 
supply  such  aninial  with  good  and  suflicient  food, 
w^ater  and  shelter  as  hereinafter  jirovided.  shall  be 
subject  to  the  penalties  imposed  for  a breach  of  this 
By-Law. 

12.  Any  person  claiming  any  damages  from  trespass 
by  any  aninial  impounded  may,  at  any  time  before  the 
animal  is  releascil,  deliver  to  the  Pound  Keeper  a 
duplicate  statement  in  'writing  of  his  demand  against 
the  owmer  of  such  animal  for  such  trespass,  and  shall 
at  the  same  time  give  his  xvritten  agreement,  under 
seal  (with  a satisfactory  surety,  if  required  by  the 
Pound-keeper),  in  the  form  following,  or  to  the  like 
effect : — 

I (or  we)  do  hereby  agree  that  I (or  w'e)  will  pay  to 
the  owners  of  the  (described  cattle  or  animals)  by  me 
A.  B.  (or  us  A.  B.  and  C.  D.)  this  day  impounded,  all 
loss,  costs,  charges  and  expenses  to  which  the  said 
ow  ners  may  be  put  in  case  the  distress  by  me,  the  said 
A.  B.  (or  by  us  the  said  A.  B.  and  J).),  pi’oves  to 
be  illegal,  or  in  case  the  claim  for  damages  now'  put  in 
by  me  (or  us)  fails  to  lie  established. 

13.  In  all  cases  the  Pound  Keeper  shall,  within  24 
houi'S  and  not  before  six  hours  after  the  animal  or 
animals,  geese  or  poultry,  shall  have  been  impounded, 
cause  a written  or  printed  notice,  or  partly  wu-itten 
and  partly  printed,  thereof  to  be  affixed  to  each  of  the 
Pound  gates,  and  in  a conspicuous  place  on  the  walls 
of  the  City  Hall  or  police  station,  wdiich  notice  shall 
give  a particular  description  of  the  distress,  and  shall 
specify  wdien  and  wdiere  the  same  shall  be  sold,  and  if 
the  owner  of  such  distress,  or  some  other  person  on 
his  or  her  behalf,  shall  not  within  10  days,  in  the  case 
of  swine,  calves,  sheep,  goats,  geese  or  poultry,  alter 
such  notice  shall  have  been  affixed  as  aforesaid,  redeem 
the  same  by  paying  the  charges  of  the  Pound  Keeper 
and  such  other  charges  as  may  be  fixed  by  this  By- 


Law,  and  the  peijiilty  and  damages  imjiimed  (if  any), 
it  shall  ho  lawful  for  such  I’luind  J'ieeper  iA>  caiiso 
such  distress  to  ho  sold,  and  after  deducting  his  own 
charges,  and  such  other  charges  as  may  he  lixed  hy 
(his  l’>y-i.<aw,  and  the  penalty  and  damages  (if  any), 
and  costs,  to  pay  the  overplus  (if  any)  to  tho  ow'iier  or 
owners  of  such  dis(re.ss,  if  known,  and  if  not  known, 
to  pay  the  same  to  the 'rreasurei-  of  (he  City,  and  if 
not  claimed  within  three  months  after  Is  iiig  reeeivod 
hy  sfiiil  Treasurer  the  same  shall  he  ajiplied  hy  him  to 
( 'ity  purjiosoH,  and  the  said  Pound- Keepej-  shall  pay 
suoli

( 'ity  ] Ml I I loses,  in  manner  lie.rein.ilter  jirovnloil  ; jiro- 
vided  always,  that  wlienever  any  horses,  mares 
geldings,  colts,  fillies,  mules,  hulls,  oxen  or  cows  shall 
he  impounded  under  this  By  L.iw,  altei'  such  distress 
shall  have  heen  in  pound  for  the  space  of  one  week, 
the  Pound  Keejiei’  shall,  in  addition  to  the  notice 
hereinbefore  provided,  advi  r(ise  such  distress  twice  in 
one  of  the  L'ity  p:i])ers  hefore  (iroceeding  to  sell  the 
.same,  and  such  sale  shall  not  be  maile  hefore  the  ex- 
jiiration  of  12  days  after  such  distress  shall  have  heen 
imjwninded. 

14.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  jierson  to  drive  or  take 
aw'a}’  any  animal  mentioned  in  this  By-Law,  if  found

Keeper  to  piound  the  same,  subject  to  the  jirovisions 
therein  contained,  and  any  person  so  driving  any  of 
the  animals  in  this  section  hereinafter  mentioned  to 
the  I’ound,  and  destraining  the  same  under  this  By- 
iw,  shall  in  respect  of  each  of  the  said  animals  he 
entitled  to  demand  and  receive  the  following  .sums: — 
For  bulls,  stallions,  rams,  boars  and  he-goats,  each, 
$1.00;  for  horses  and  mules,  each,  oO  cents:  for  geese 
and  poultry,  each,  10  cents. 

IT).  The  Pound  Kcejier  shall  be  allowed,  over  and 
above  the  fees  hereinbefore  mentioned,  the  fees,  that  is 
to  say  : — 

For  advertising  30  cents,  and  actual  disbursement  : 
for  attending  for  summonses  and  serving  the  same  on 
appraisers,  oO  cents  ; for  every  sale,  2.')  cents  ; such 
sums  to  be  charged  against  the  animals  so  imjioumled. 

10.  It  .shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  furnish 
to  each  Pound  Keeper  a hook  in  wdiich  he  shall  enter 
the  number  and  descrijition  of  every  animal  imjiounded 
by  him,  wdth  the  name  of  the  person  who  took  or  sent 
the  same  to  be  impounded,  the  day  and  hour  on  wdiich 
the  same  W'as  received,  redeemed  or  sold,  and  the 
amount  of  damages,  penalty  or  fees  jiaid  liy  the  party 
redeeming,  and  tlie  name  of  each  party  redeeming 
same,  or  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  (if  any  made),  and 
shall,  on  or  betore  the  first  day  of  every  mouth  in  the 
year,  make  a return  to  the  C’hairniau  of  the  Police 
Commissioners,  in  writing,  of  the  number  ami  descrip- 
tion of  all  distresses  received  by  him  during  the  past 
month  preceding  each  return,  with  the  names  of  the 
persons  taking  the  same  to  the  Pound,  the  day  and 
hour  received  by  him,  redeemed  or  sold,  the  name  of 
the  person  redeeming,  the  amount  received  for  d.ani- 
ages,  jienalties  or  fees,  or  any  other  information  he 
may  deem  necessary;  which  return  shall  be  verified  by 
statutory  declaration  if  i-eijuireil,  and  shall  be  in  the 
form  prescribed  by  the  said  Police  Commissioners. 

17.  Nothing  contained  in  this  By-Law  shall  be  held 
to  prevent  the  driving  of  hor.ses,  mules,  cows,  oxen, 
cattle,  sheep,  goats,  swine,  geese  or  jioultry  through 
the  public  streets,  provided  the  same  be  in  sufficient 
and  competent  charge,  and  not  allowed  to  stray  or 
loiter  by  the  way. 

Penal  Clause. 

Any  Pound  Keeper,  or  any  other  jicrson,  guilty  of 
an  infraction  of  this  By-Law,  upon  conviction  before 
the  Mayor  or  any  .lustiee  of  the  Peace  having  juris- 
diction, shall  forfeit  and  pay  a jienalty,  in  tlm  dis- 
cretion of  the  Mayor  or  Justice  convicting,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  and  costs,  for  each 
offence,  and  in  default  of  payment  thereof  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Mayor  or  Justice  convicting  as  afore- 
said, to  issue  a warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal  to 
levy  the  said  penalty  and  costs,  or  penalty  or  costs 
only,  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  offender  or  the  of- 
fenders’ goods  and  chattels,  and  should  there  be  no 
sufficient  distress  to  satisfy  the  said  penalty  and  costs, 
or  penalty  or  costs  only,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  said  Mayor  or  Justice  so  convicting,  to  commit 
the  offender  or  offenders  to  any  lock-uji  house  in  the 
said  City,  or  in  the  Provincial  Jail  of  New'  Westmin- 
ster, for  any  period  not  exceeding  ten  days.
